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FOREWORD : 

In his studies in the Book of the Revelations = 

J.C.Larson noticed the Messages sent "...unto the seven 
Churches" - Rev.1:11 - although sent T£ the seven 
Churches - nevertheless were addressed T0_ the "ANGEL" 
of each and every "CHURCH" = by Him who holds the seven 
"STARS" in His right hand. Rev.2:1. 

Puzzling just what this could mean, Brother Larson 
noticed this: "The MYSTERY of the seven STARS which 
thou sawest in my right hand, and the seven GOLDEN 
CANDLESTICKS . The seven STARS are the ANGELS of the 
seven CHURCHES : and the seven CANDLESTICKS which thou 
sawest are the seven CHURCHES ." Rev.1:20. 

It is evident that STARS or ANGELS OF the Church, are 
not THE CHURCH ! For the first Warning or Threat to the 
first "ANGEL of the Church of EPHESUS." Rev.2:1 = 

"THOU ART FALLEN... REPENT... 

Or else I will come unto thee quickly, 

And will remove thy CANDLESTICK out of his place, 
Except thou REPENT." Rev.2:5- 

The Message TO (not FROM !) the ANGEL - STAR - MINISTER 
of the Church, if the STAR-MINISTER of the Church does 
not "REPENT" for leaving his first Love - God will re¬ 
move the CANDLESTICK-CHURCH "OUT" from the Control or 
Influence of the ANGEL-STAR-MINiSTRY. 

"I am instructed to say that these words are applicable 
to Seventh-day Adventist churches in their present con¬ 
dition." RH aA: 385- Feb.25,1902. [First church Ephesus 
Warning together with the Threat of the Doom and Curse 
of the barren Fig-Tree. " Except thou Repent ."] 

"These things saith He that holdeth the seven STARS in 
His right hand." These words are spoken to the TEACHERS 
in the Church... MINISTERS ... He fills them with LIGHT. 
He guides and directs their movements. If He did not 
do this, they would become FALLEN STARS ." AA 586. 

And in the last hour His promise is tc the " OPEN DOOR " 
PHILADELPHIAN believers, who will be kept in the "HOUR 
of TEMPTATION- " AA 588. [Which is in the Time of the 
almost overmastering Miracles of Satan. GC 560.) 

As for Laodicea, let us turn to the Pen of Filen G. 
White as compiled by J.C.Larson. ±(The Publishers.)! 
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11 AND TO THE ANGEL (MINISTRY) OF THE CHURCH OF LAODICEA* 

"The message to the church of the Laodiceans is a 
startling denunciation, and is applicable to the people 
of God at the present time. 

"And unto the angel of the church of the Laodiceans 
write: These things saith the Amen, the faithful and 
true Witness, the beginning of the creation of God; I 
know thy works, that thou art neither cold nor hot. So 
then because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor 
hot, I will spew thee out of My mouth ... 

"The Lord here shows us that the message to be borne 
to His people by ministers whom He has called to warn 
the people is not a peace-and-safety message. It is not 
merely theoretical, but practical in every particular. 
The people of God are represented in the message to the 
Laodiceans as in a position of carnal security . They 
are at ease, believing themselves to be in an exalted 
position of spiritual attainments. "Because thou say - 
est, I am rich, and increased with goods, and have need 
of nothing; and knowest not that thou art wretched, 
and miserable, and poor, and blind, and naked." 

" What greater deception can come upon human minds 
than a confidence that they are right, when they are 
all wrong." Vol.3, pp. 252,253. 1873. 

"The Laodicean message applies to the people of God 
who profess to believe present truth. The greater 
part are lukewarm professors, having a name , but no 
zeal... are found aiding the enemy to weaken and dis¬ 
courage those whom God is using to build up the work. 
The term " lukewarm" is applicable to this class... 

"The only hope for the Laodiceans is a clear view 
of their standing before God, a knowledge of the nature 
of their disease... He loathes the indifference of 
this class." Vol.4, p.87. 1876. 

" WHEN THE THIRD ANGEL'S MESSAGE IS PREACHED AS IT 
SHOULD BE ... 11 [the church represented by the foolish 
virgins in Matt* 25 will also be represented as the 
Laodicean church.] 

"I am often referred to the parable of the ten 
virgins, five of whom were wise, and five foolish. 

This parable has been and will be fulfilled to the 
very letter , for it has a special application to this 
time , and, like the third angel 1 s message, has been 
fulfilled and will continue to be present truth till 
the close of time. - 2 - 


"In the parable, the ten virgins had lamps, but only 
five of them had the saving oil with which to keep their 
lamps burning. This represents the condition of the 
church . The wise and the foolish have their Bibles, and 
are provided with all the means of grace; but many do 
not appreciate the fact that they must have the heavenly 
unction ... 

"Satan uses those who claim to believe the truth, but 
whose light has become darkness, as his mediums to utter 
his falsehoods and transmit his darkness. They are fool¬ 
ish virgins indeed, choosing darkness rather than light, 
and dishonoring God. The character we cultivate, the 
attitude we assume to-day, is fixing our future destiny.. 

"Are we wise virgins, or must we be classed among the 
foolish? This is the question we are deciding to-day by 
our character and attitude... 

"The state of the Church represented by the foolish 
virgins, is also spoken of as the Laodicean state. The 
True Witness declares... "I will spew thee out of my 
mouth."... 

"To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne..." RH A2:419,420. Aug.19,1890. TM 130.

The Lord has told us that = " Intensity is taking pos¬ 

session of every earthly element; and as a people who 
have had great light and wonderful knowledge, many of 
them are represented by the five sleeping virgins with 
their lamps, but no oil in their vessels, cold, senseless, 
with a feeble, wandering piety... 

"To-day this sacrilegious work is being more than re¬ 
peated. There will be messages borne; and those who have 
rejected the messages God has sent, will hear most star iL 
tling declarations. The Holy Spirit will invest the an¬ 
nouncement with a sanctity and solemnity which will ap¬ 
pear terrible in the ears of those who have heard the 
pleadings of infinite love, and have not responded to 
the offers of pardon and forgiveness. Injured and in¬ 
sulted Deity will speak, proclaiming the sins that have 
been hidden.

"This is represented in the parable of the wise and 
foolish virgins. They cannot obtain a character from 
the wise virgins, and they have no oil of grace to dis¬ 
cern the clear light or to accept it. They cannot light 
their lamps and join the procession that goes in to the 
marriage supper of the Lamb." Spec. Test. Series A Nos.

n THE NAMES OF THE OBEDIENT , self-sacrificing, and faith¬ 
ful will be engraved upon the palmns of His hands; they 
will not be spewed from His mouth , but be taken in His 
lips, and He will specially plead in their behalf before 
the Father. When the selfish and proud are forgotten , 
they will be remembered ; their names will be immortal- 
i zed ." Vol. 3, p.251. 

n THE TRUE WITNESS DECLARES that when you suppose you are 
really in a good condition of prosperity you are in need 
of everything... 1 As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten." 
But many will not receive the message that Heaven in mercy 
sends them. They cannot endure to be told of their neglect 
of duty and of their wrongs , their selfishness , their 
prid e and love of the world ... They are doing the work 
of Satan, but think they have a zeal for God. 
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"Some will not receive the testimony that God has given 
us to bear, flattering themselves that we may be deceived 
and that they may be right. They think that the people 
of God are not in need of plain dealing and of reproof, 
but that God is with them. These tempted ones, whose 
souls have ever been at war with the faithful reproving 
of sin, would cry: Speak unto us smooth things. What 
disposition would they make of the message of the True 
Witness to the Laodiceans? There can be no deception 
here. This message must be borne to a lukewarm church 
by God 1 s servants. It must arouse His people from their 
security and dangerous deception in regard to their real 
standing before God. This testimony, if received, will 
arouse to action and to self-abasement and confession 
of sins. The True Witness says: '1 know they works, 
that thou art neither cold nor hot." And again, ' As 
many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: be zealous, there¬ 
fore, and repent.' Then comes the promise: 'Behold, I 
stand at the door, and knock: if any man hear My voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to him , and will sup 
with him , and he with Me.' [Singular = "The work of 
preparation is an individual work. We are not saved in 
groups ... In that time of trial, every soul must stand 
for himself before God." GC 490,622.] 

'To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with Me 
in My throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down 
with My Father in His throne.' 

"The people of God must see their wrongs and arouse 
to zealous repentance and a putting away of those sins 
which have brought them into such a deplorable condition 
of poverty, blindness, wretchedness, and fearful decep¬ 
tion. I was shown that the pointed testimony must live 
in the church. This alone will answer to the message to 
the Laodiceans. Wrongs must be reproved, sin must be 
called sin, and iniquity must be met promptly and de¬ 
cidedly, and put away from us as a people ... 

"Those whom God has chosen for an important work 
have ever been received with distrust and suspicion. 
Anciently, when Elijah was sent with a message from God 
to the people, they did not heed the warning. They 
thought him unnecessarily severe. They even thought 
that h e must have lost his senses because he denounced 
them , the favored people of God, as sinners and their 
crimes as so aggravated that the judgments of God 
would awaken against them. Satan and his host have ever 
been arrayed against those who bear the message of warn- 
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ing and who reprove sins. The unconsecrated will also 
be united with the adversary of souls to make the work 
of God's faithful servants as hard as possible." Vol. 

3, pp. 257-261. 1873. 

M BUT IF THE SINS OF THE PEOPLE are passed over by those 
in responsible positions, His frown will be upon them, 
and the people of God f as a body , will be held respon¬ 
sible for those sins. In His dealings with His people 
in the past the Lord shows the necessity of purifying 
the church from wrongs. One sinner may diffuse darkness 
that will exclude the light of God from the entire con¬ 
gregation. When the people realize that darkness is 
settling upon them, and they do not know the cause, 
they should seek God earnestly, in great humility and 
self-abasement, until the wrongs which grieve His Spirit 
are searched out and put away... 

"If wrongs areapparent among His people, and if the 
servants of God pass on indifferent to them, they vir¬ 
tually sustain and justify the sinner, and are alike 
guilty and will just as surely receive the displeasure 
of God; for they will be made responsible for the sins 
of the guilty. In vision I have been pointed to many 
instances where the displeasure of God has been incur¬ 
red by a neglect on the part of His servants to deal 
with the wrongs and sins existing among them. Those 
who have excused these wrongs have been thought by the 
people to be very amiable and lovely in disposition , 
simply because they shunned to discharge a plain 
Scriptural duty. The task was not agreeable to their 
feelings; therefore they avoided it. 

"The spirit of hatred which has existed with some 
because the wrongs among God's people have been re¬ 
proved has brought blindness and a fearful deception 
upon their own souls, making it impossible for them to 
discriminate between right and wrong. They have put 
out their own spiritual eyesight . They may witness 
wrongs, but they do not feel as did Joshua and humble 
themselves because the danger of souls is felt by them. 

" The true people of God , who have the spirit of the 
work of the Lord and the salvation of souls at heart, 
will ever view sin in its real, sinful character. They 
will always be on the side of faithful and plain deal¬ 
ing with sins which easily beset the people of God. Es¬ 
pecially in the closing work for the church, in the 
sealing time of the 144,000 who are to stand without 
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fault before the throne of God, will they feel most 
deeply the wrongs of God 9 s professed people. This is 
forcibly set forth by the prophet’s illustration of 
the last work under the figure of the men each having 
a slaughter weapon in his hand. One man among them was 
clothed with linen, with a writer’s inkhorn by his side. 
’And the Lord said unto him. Go through the midst of 
the city, through the midst of Jerusalem, and set a 
mark upon the foreheads of the men that sigh and that 
cry for all the abominations that be done in the midst 
thereof. ’ 

”Who are standing in the counsel of God at this time? 
Is it those who virtmalljy excuse wrongs among the profes¬ 
sed people of God, and who murmur in their hearts, if 
not openly, against those who would reprove sin? Is it 
those who take their stand against them, and sympathize 
with those who commit wrong? - No, indeed’. Unless they 
repent, and leave the work of Satan in oppressing those 
who have the burden of the work, and in holding up the 
hands of sinners in Zion, they will never receive the 
mark of God’s sealing approval. They will fall in the 
general destruction of the wicked, represented by the 
work of the five men bearing slaughter weapons. 

" MARK THIS POINT WITH CARE : Those who receive the 
pure mark of truth, wrought in them by the power of the 
Holy Ghost, represented by a mark by the man in linen, 
are those "tha t sigh and that cry for all the abomina¬ 
tions that are done’ in_ the church .., Read the 9th. 
chapter of Ezekiel. f all 

'' BUT THE GENERAL SLAUGHTER 0F*TH0SE WHO DO NOT THUS 
SEE the wide constrast between sin and righteousness, 
and do not feel as those do who stand in the counsel of 
God and receive the mark, is described in the order to 
the five men with slaughter weapons: ’Go ye after him 
through the city, and smite: let not your eye spare, 
neither have ye pity: slay utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little children, and women: but come not near 
any man upon whom is the mark; and begin at My sanctuary. 1 
Vol. 3, pp. 264-267. (For ORIGINAL TEXT see RH A2:49.) 
[ M AND BEGIN (the slaughter) AT MY SANCTUARY" = what a 
terrible indictment against those who purported to be 
the spiritual leaders of the church!] 

STILL AD DRE SSED TO "The Laodicean Churc h " = STILL THE 
"Straight Testimony to the Laodiceans. ir ~ = 

"I saw that many who profess to be keeping the command- 
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merits of God ... will sink in darkness because of their 
covetousness . The plain, straight testimony must live 
in the church, or the curse of God will rest upon His 
people as surely as it did upon ancient Israel because 
of their sins . God holds His people, as a body ,respon- 
sible for the sins existing in individuals among them . 

If the leaders of the church neglect to diligently 
search out the sins which bring the displeasure of 
God upon the body, they become responsible for these 
sins ... 

"God will not be trifled with . It is in the time of 
conflict that the true colors should be flung to the 
breeze .

11 1 AM FILLED WITH SADNESS w hen I think of our condition 
as a people .

I find no place 
in any of her writings where she mollified, altered, 
any of the foregoing quotations.

Wo change fioA the better hai taken 
place." Vol.8, p.231. 1903.
